BAGGAGE INSPECTION 


By means of a compact with the 


federal government, baggage inspec- 
tion, now confined to border towns 
or terminals, will be made at some 
point east of California's boundaries, 
it is believed, and probably in co- 
operation with other states in order 
to minimize- the danger of infesta- 
tion thru fruit carried^ in personal 
luggage. 


The demand for federal research 


is considered 
one of the 
most 


sweeping recommendations of the 
conference. It would entail study of 
the fly in its European habitat, with 
a view toward its eradication there 
as well /as in America. 


The full force of the state agri- 


cultural department, county horticul- 
ture commissioners, the entomologi- 
cal department of the state college 
of agriculture and of growers' or- 
ganizations will be thrown behind 
the farm-to-farm hunt for the fly in 
California. 


" SERIONS PROBLEM 


Its presence in the state, regarded 


as a remote possibility, Director 
Hecke told the 'conference, would 
offer so serious a problem that this 
precautionary step is considered es- 
sential. 


Growing from tne inspection and 


recommendations to individual grow- 
ers, it is probable that legislation 
_will be offered in 1931 calling for 
compulsory destruction of abandon- 
ed orchards from a reasonable period 
of neglect. 


"We do not believe the fruit fly 


is in California," declared Hecke, 
"but the fact that Florida fruit has 
been intercepted at California ports 
and border stations by our inspectors 
indicates the importance of a state- 
wide survey to determine that no in- 
festation has 
occurred 
from fruit 


which may have passed our -borders. 
The survey will reassure us that the 
Mediterranean fruit fly does not now 
exist in California and, second, will 
insure its prompt detection should it 
become introduced in spite of efforts 
to exclude it."

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This Is Flag Day— 


The day is past when 


those responsible for ar- 
ranging a political meet- 
ing, or Fourth of July 
celebration, were wont 
to drape the American 
flag over a table as a 


• tablecloth, 
and set 
a 


pitcher of water on top 
of it. 


There are more than 


two hundred 
separate 


regulatory rules in the official manual of flag etiquette. Only 
a very few can claim to know all these rules, and it is not 


; necessary to know them. How to display the flag is very 


simple. 


Don't display it in any way excepting on the staff. The 


-flag and the staff should be inseparable, with the one excep- 
tion of when it is a covering for a casket. The flag on a staff 
should be on the right of the chairman of a meeting, riot on 
the right of the audience. It should be on the right of the 
commander or presiding officer when indoors. It should be 
on the right of the judge in a court room. Remember, that 
you salute with the right hand. 


These rules are suggested for civilians. Military estab- 


lishments proceed by the manual, and are not here considered. 


Don't hang the flag on a wall. If you insist on doing it, 


don't drive tacks thru it. Never drape it on a table, or over 
a statue. Don't hang it on a wire over city streets. It is 
better to hang a flag from the eaves of your front porch than 
not to display it at all, but it should be displayed from a 
staff. Use bunting everywhere in place of the flag when you 
wish to drape or envelop with patriotic colors. Don't use 
the flag to show a wind current coming from a ventilator. 
Don't drape it on your automobile. Stick to one method of 
display—on the staff. 


;5ar, ,The, on}yvtime invthft open when a salute to the flagjs 


demanded by' eEque!le*is when it is passing at the head of a 
column, accompanied by a color guard, one on each side. 
This denotes that it is the colprs of that company, whether 
the company be U. S. troops, Boy Scouts, ex-service men, 
organizations of women or fraternal bodies. Any other flag 
in the procession (and often there are hundreds of them) 
may be ignored so far as the salute is concerned. 


When more than one flag is to be displayed on a stage 


they must be massed, not scattered.. All standards must be 
at,4he right of the presiding officer vand receive the same 
salute at the same time and in the same direction. 


Take in the flag at sundown. This is merely to protect 


it from the weather. Don't display a flag that has holes or 
rents in it. 


The flag is displayed at the top of the staff on all occa- 


sions, excepting from dawn to noon of Memorial day, when 
it is displayed at half-staff; from noon to sundown at full- 
staff; or when ordered to half-staff by presidential decree. 
This applies to flags on public buildings, in parks,- etc., and 
should be followed by those who display it on private build- 
ings. This, of course, applies to flags that are hoisted with 
halyards. 


If not in uniform, the salute to the passing company 


colors consists in uncovering and placing the headgear over 
the heart. Women are not required to salute, but may if 
they so desire, or stand still, facing the colors, unless in uni- 
form, when they salute in the regular manner—right hand to 
the uniform headgear, just over the right eye, thumb in the 
palm of the hand, fingers together, until the colors have 
passed the direct line of vision. All civilians wearing a uni- 
form headgear should salute, and riot uncover. 


Above all things, don't insist that others salute. The 


salute to the flag is 'a voluntary tribute, and is worthless if 
compulsory. There should be education in a general, not in 
an individual or personal sense, concerning the meaning of 
the salute. 


The Star Spangled Banner is the recognized national 


anthem, not "America—My Country, Tis of Thee." Don't 
stand when "America" is played, unless the presiding officer 
indicates that he wishes you to do so. Always stand at atten- 
tion when the Star Spangled Banner is played as a ceremony, 
not when a portion of it may be played in some medley. It 
should never be played in any medley. Stand at attention 
uncovered, or if in uniform, at salute, until the music ends, 
and the face the flag, not the musicians. 


The American flag is symbolic of the unity of the states 


of this country. It is the one and only symbol that represents 
all the states of the union, territorial possessions,and protec- 
torates. All patriotism is expressed in the respect accorded 
the flag. We have no individual in this country who is allow- 
ed to share in that respect. The flag and the country are 
synonymous, therefore any tribute to the flag is a tribute 
to the country for which it is a symbol. 


Many very highly patriotic citizens' are careless concern- 


ing the proper display of the flag, and the proper respect that 
should be accorded to it. This should be considered care- 
lessness and inattention, and nothing else. All should be 
educated to a proper behavior in the presence of the flag. 
But no citizen or alien should be coerced or reprimanded, 
unless the action of that person is flagrant and insulting. In 


i 
that event, the-law of the country provides a punishment.

for Mealy Bug 


Three new species of insect which 


may prove useful in the attempt to 
control mealybug thru parasites have 
just been described by P. H. Timber- 
lake, associate entomologist at the 
University of California, from speci- 
mens discovered by Harold Compere, 
assistant in entomology at Sydney, 
Australia. 


Two of these new species have 


been 
definitely reared, from 
the 


mealybug, and one of them, Tetrac- 
nemns pretiosus, is now being propa- 
gated and colonized in large numbers 
in California. 


The third species was not reared 


from a definite host, but a captured 
specimen oviposited freely in two 
in

any 
species of mealybug, 
progeny resulting. The type speci- 
mens of these new species of para- 
sites have been deposited in the

States 
national 
museum 


None of them is more than one-she 
teenth of an inch long.

Dost Now Recogttixed 


as Powerful Explosive 


It !sf more or less generally well 


known that all dust accumulations 
represent a menme of ; no mean 
proportions. Dust is explosive and 
many mills were wrecked by this 
mysterious power before the real 
cause was understood, in a mine, 
for Instance, the explosion taking 
place In one chamber was carried 
to the next and so on until the ex- 
plosive force swept through the 
entire mine and the workings were 
wrecked completely. 
It is only 


within a comparatively few years 
that It was ascertained that this 
march of destruction was conduct- 
ed through the subterranean pas- 
sages by the accumulation of, dust 
on the wall? and In the crevices. 
Now this Is avoided by a coating 
which is sprayed on and which pre- 
vents the dust thus treated from 
exploding. 
In the case of grain 


mills the damage done by these 
mysterious bursts was partlcular- 
y severe and the government agen- 
cies have been giving considerable 
attention to the study of these 
mysterious blasts. 
In the course 


of some experiments It was found 
possible to drive an automobile en- 
gine by the use of finely powdered 
corn dust—Louisville Courier-Jour- 
nal. 


Dire Punishment for 


Man "Mute of Malice" 


"Mute of malice" Is a legal term 


of considerable antiquity, and ap- 
plies to prisoners who on being ar- 
ranged In court refuse to plead. 
n a recent Dublin case, counsel 
said that to seek a verdict of this 
cind nowadays was only an "ab- 
surd formality." 


But once it was not so. Then 


penalty was terribly severe. Here 
s an instance as late as 1740. A 
highwayman, who pretended to be 
dumb and refused to plead at Kil- 
kenny assizes, was tried as to 
whether he was "mute and lunatic 
by the hand of God or wilfully so." 
3n being found "mute of malice," 
he was sentenced to be pressed to 
death, a decree which was carried 
out in the market place. 


"As the weights were heaping on 


the wretched man" (says an ac- 
count) "he earnestly supplicated to 


hanged, but it being beyond the 


lower of the sheriff to deviate from 
:he mode of punishment prescribed 
in the sentence, even this was an 
indulgence which could be no long- 
er granted to him."—London Mail. 


Something to Make 


A pretty little toy boat can be 


made out of a piece of wood and a 
scrap of soap. It needs no sail, 
and will continue moving as long 
as there is any soap left. 
Cut out 


the boat with a sharp knife, and 
make it about two inches long, 
pointed at one end (the bow), and 
blunt at the other (the stern). Dip 
It in paraffin for a moment—this is 
necessary, as otherwise It would 
not swim without a sail—and stick 
a little piece of soap on the stern 
so as to cover that end on the boat 
Now put it gently on a large basin 
of water, and in a minute or two 
it will begin moving slowly for- 
ward. 
The soap acts as a very 


tiny motor, and by dissolving in 
the water drives the boat along. 


Noted for Severe Winters 


The weather bureau says that, 


generally speaking, the state of 
North Dakota and the eastern por- 
tion of Montana and the western 
portion of Minnesota have the most 
severe winter climate, although por- 
tions of northern New England and 
the mountain sections of northern 
New York have weather conditions 
nearly approaching those in the 
sections first 
named. 
Likewise, 


some of the mountain districts have 
severe 
weather 
over somewhat 


longer periods than In the sections 
previously mentioned, and heavier 
snows may occur, but usually the 
temperatures are not so low dur- 
ing periods of intense cold as oc- 
cur in the lower levels of 
tbe 


states first mentioned.

French army. . Three scientists, 
Euguenard, Magnan and Sainte-

gun" motion picture camera with 
a double objective to • evolve a 
method for testing the "finesse" on 
real airplanes in actual flight and 
on birds in the air.

on the same strip of film clear 
images of a guiding mark on the 
ground six feet from its lens and 
of an airplane flying away, as well 
as a clear image of a man placed 
150 feet away.

One of the interesting things you 


see there is the wild animals that 
are not so wild as you might think, 


dogs are allowed in the park and 


should you have a gun with you it is 
sealed when you go in and it had bet- 
ter be in that condition -when you go 
out or there will be a row about it. 
As the wild game is not molested 
they are very tame, and especially 
the bears, which are quite a nuisance 
sometimes and at night they visit 
the 'camp and look the commissary 
over/and if you have honey or bacon 
in your outfit they are liable to tum- 
ble things up a bit to get it. The 
practice of feeding them by the tour- 
ists is discouraged by the rangers, 
but it is not possible for the officers 
to be at all points and the visitors 
persist in the habit and quite fre- 
quently it does not turn out well.

SAN GABRIEL VALLEY GIVEN 


FUTURE GLIMPSE BY EXPERT 


By CHARLES G. COHAN 


The iSan Gabriel valley will have 


a population of 800,000 in 1960 and 
the assessed valuation of that re- 
gion's property will be $1,100,000,- 
000. 
These estimates are the result 


of an intensive study made during 
the past year under the supervision 
of Director C. H. Diggs and Chief 
Engineer AV. J. Fox of the Los An- 
geles county regional planning com- 
mission. 


The survey discloses that during 


the last few years there has been 
$1200 of increased assessed valua- 
tion in San Gabriel valley for each 
new resident, a ratio stated by the 
commission authorities to be typi- 
cal of the entire county. A signifi- 
cant phase is the rate of increase 
in the assessed valuation per new 
resident. Some years ago, there was 
for each such arrival in the valley 
an increase of $900 in assessed valu- 
ation, according to the statistcs com- 
pleted by the commission. Later, this 
ratio increased to about $1000. The 
present ratio will be materially in- 
creased during the ensuing .year, it 
is believed. 


CONSISTENT OROWTH 


In makng its study of the 250 


square mi-Ies, comprising the San 
Gabriel 
valley, 
the 
commission 


checked the conditions in the seven- 
teen cities of Pasadena, South Pasa- 
dena, Alhambra, San Marino, San 
Gabriel, Monrovia, Sierra 
Madre, 


Arcadia, El Monte, Monterey Park, 
Azusa, Glendora, Pomona, Claremont, 
Covina, West Covina, and La Verne. 


According to the study, the valley 


had a population of 115,000 and an 
assessed valuation of $135,000,000 in 
1920. The population now is about 
260,000, and the assessed valuation, 
$•100,000,00. The projection of the 
population and assessment lines indi- 
cates a steady climb to the figures 
given for 1960. 


ESSENTIAL FACTORS 


Fertility of the soil, productivity, 


favorable climatic conditions and 
advantageous location are set forth 
as chief basic factors in the valley's 
growth. The commission finds that, 
this growth is accelerated in direct 
proportion to highway transporta- 
tion facilities, rapid transit, cost of 
land, residential environment, school 
and recreational facilities. Each of 
these conditions was closely studied. 


The city surveys include statisti- 


cal research in connection with 
frontage values, industries, produc- 
tion, pay rolls, accessibility, traffic, 
trade and population buying power.

American Legion "safety 
first"

at several dangerous intersections in 
the Covina valley by Howard T. 
Douglas post, No. 207, of Covina, 
and. Sunday, June 30th, will be ob- 
served by all posts in the state as 
Safety day, with appropriate pro- 
grams. 


A committee headed by Command- 


er Charles E. Zug of the local post 
placed the signs this week. The 
signs are uniformly made for all 
posts by the state department of the 
organization, and were purchased by 
the local post as a part of the com- 
munity betterment program of the 
ex-si-rvicc organization of the state. 


More people have been killed by 


automobiles by far since the war 
than were killed or died in the 
American Expeditionary forces dur- 
ing the world war, the ex-service 
men are pointing out. In Los An- 
geles county alone, fifty-nine people 
were killed by traffic accidents last 
month. Most of these accidents are 
preventable, it is declared. 
The 


greater number of them occur at 
blind intersections, and are due to 
carelessness. 


"Nearly all drivers are careful 


but not careful enough," the state 
department commander said in a re- 
cent address. "Men and women 
drivers are equally responsible for 
these accidents. The driver can be 
cartful for fifty-nine and one-half 
seconds in the minute, and careless 
for a half-second, and the result is 
just too bad." 


Each year, as a part of its com- 


munity work, the Legion intends to 
conduct a safety first drive, supple- 
menting it with many printed signs 
and with public demonstrations, the 
local commander said.
